In Cleveland a temporary build¬ 
ing tvas erected for the storing of the 
tools Every Saturday morning during 
the summer the gardeners hold a flow¬ 
er and vegetable market when they 
sell their produce.

To the slogan of “Swat the fly!” 
might well he added that of “Kill the 
sparrow!” Flies and sparrows belong 
In the same class as nuisances and 
menaces to health. 

Most birds deserve to he protected 
for some service they perform, but 
when all the evidence has been sub ! 
mitted In the sparrow's case it will 
stand condemned. Perhaps it ocea- j 
sionally eats a harmful worm, but the 
greater part of Its food is of grain. 
Then It is the constant enemy of na¬ 
tive birds, which, unlike itself, live 
mostly on worms and Insects that are 
injurious to trees and crops. 

Wherever European civilization has 
gone this pest bird has gone with It. 
There were no sparrows in America 
until they were imported from Eng¬ 
land to free shade trees of caterpillars, 
and this they have ever since refused 
to do. 

For ninny years the sparrow was un¬ 
known except in the towns, and It 
gained the name of “town bird." But 
In later years it has spread all over 
the country until now It Is probably a 
greater nuisance on the farm than in 
the city. The sparrow’s habit of liv¬ 
ing always near settlements and in 
sheltered places makes it a most pro¬ 
lific bird. It is almost independent of 
the seasons in breeding. 

The sparrow helps to spread diseases 
by building nests upon or near houses. 
Building on houses Is especially a 
menace to health In the country, 
where people catch water from the 
roofs to All their cistoras 


i ne social survey is coming into 
favor in many parts of the country as 
a means of social betterment. It is 
a simpler matter to bring about Im¬ 
provement in a city, a county or a com¬ 
munity when tlie conditions are fully 
understood. To obtain the knowledge 
that is necessary for intelligent and 
effective effort is the object of the 
social survey. 

A writer In the Progressive Farm¬ 
er makes a plea for rural survey 
work in the south and points out some 
notable instances where these surveys 
have been made. The University of 
Wisconsin, the Ohio board of agricul¬ 
ture and the Presbyterian commission 
on country life are cited as having 
engaged In this line of endeavor with 
and results. These organizations make 
their surveys by counties, and the in¬ 
vestigations bring out a great array of 
information. 

The county survey menus an inves¬ 
tigation of the school, the churches, 
the roads, the social opportunities, the 
facilities for marketing, the conditions 
on the farms, the tenantry, the In¬ 
fluences that make for rural uplift 
and those which tend to rural decline. 
The correspondent of the Progressive 
Farmer says: 

“A rural survey would be an index 
to progress. It would show the lines 
of farming that were profitable; it 
would create a spirit of rivalry be¬ 
tween counties: it would show condi¬ 
tions as they are and probably help 
locate the reason of the migration 
from farm to town and help check 
the same. 

“Many of the problems of rural life 
have not been touched at all, but these 
will ultimately come into sight aud 
lie solved. We have soil surveys, min¬ 
eral surveys, geological surveys and 
other kinds of surveys with which 
people are familiar. Why not have 
a rural survey and find out the real 
condition of the people living In rural 
communities and systematically go 
about helping make these conditions 
ideal?” 

The value of such surveys is evi¬ 
dent. Where efficiently made they 
show the strong points and the weak 
points of the county. In a movement 
for general betterment they are of 
great service and should prove as use¬ 
ful in the south as they have been In 
the north.—Louisville Courier-Journal

The Southern 
Pacific Company has discovered that 
from one item alone, of material that 
was formerly consigned to the scrap 
heap, it can save one thousand dollars 
a month. Old locomotive boiler lubes 
are no longer to be sold as junk. They 
will be pieced together at the machine 
shops and used for piping water and 
air about the yards of the company. 

H. C. Pearce, General Storekeeper, 
has returned from an j inspection trip 
to Los Angeles, where the experiment 
in salvage was tried out and says that 
about $12,000 has been saved in the 
last year by this new economy. 

The boiler of an engine is tilled with 
tubes running lengthwise and con¬ 
necting the tirebox with the stack. 
The water circulates around them, Lie- 
tween them and the jacket. By this 
means, a very large surface of water 
is presented to the heat and steam is 
rapidly formed, 

Heretofore, the tubes, when taken 
out to be replaced by new ones were 
considered waste and sold as such. 
Now they will be gathered together at 
all roundhouses and shops, shippi d to 
the general stores, cleaned, turned for 
screw connections and then redistri¬ 
buted for pipe purposes instead of 
new material.

The Los Angeles Coroner’s jury in¬ 
vestigating fourteen deaths in the Pa¬ 
cific Electric wreck brought in a ver¬ 
dict blaming the disaster on the rail¬ 
road company. The verdict gave as 
the causes of the wreck that the trains 
were operated too closely together, 
that the cars were overly crowded, 
and that the employes were unac¬ 
quainted wjth the traffic rules. The 
jury recommended the installation of 
a system of block signals. 

Thaddeus Kerns, Chico’s nineteen- 
year-old aviator, was killed almost in¬ 
stantly when the lower plane of the 
machine collapsed, shattering his bi¬ 
plane and hurling him to the ground 
under the wreck a mile north of town. 
His head was crushed by the radiator, 
his body was pierced by parts of his 
air craft and his legs and arms were 
broken. He fell but a short distance, 
variously estimated at between seven¬ 
ty-five and 1-50 feet. The accident oc¬ 
curred less than a quarter of a mile 
from his home.

B. S. Kerns, a wealthy 
rancher, offered him $10,000 if he 
would give up flying. The young air¬ 
man returned home only a few days 
ago from a successful exhibition tour 
of the Middle West.

Washington is interested in devel¬ 
opments following Secretary Bryan s 
statement that he had to spend his 
vacation on the lecture platform be¬ 
cause he could not live on the Secre¬ 
tary of State’s salary of $12,000 a 
year. 

The lobby investigation, the tariff 
and the Mexican situation were for¬ 
gotten, temporarily at least, while 
everybody talked about the resolution 
introduced by Senator Bristow calling 
on the President to “advise the Sen¬ 
ate what would be a proper salary to 
enable the present Secretary of State 
to live with comfort and to enable 
him to give his time to the discharge 
of his public duties.” 

When the Bristow resolution was 
read, amid Republican laughter, Dem¬ 
ocratic leader Kern and other Sena¬ 
tors immediately objected to its con¬ 
sideration, and, after a few brief ex¬ 
changes, it went over. It was fully 
discussed, however, in the lobbies and 
cloakrooms at both ends of the Capi¬ 
tol. 

Later, Secretary Bryan issued this 
statement: 

“I am glad to have the criticism 
brought to my attention. I believe in 
criticism of public officials. Criticism 
is helpful. If a man makes a mistake 
criticism enables him to correct it; if 
he is unjustly criticised the criticism 
helps him. I have had my share of 
criticism since I have been in public 
life, but it has not prevented my do¬ 
ing what I thought proper to do. 

‘‘In devoting a part of my vacation 
to lecturing I am doing what I believe 
to be proper, and I have no fear what¬ 
ever that any unbiased person will 
criticise me when he knows the facts. 

‘‘For seventeen years the sources of 
my income have been writing and lec¬ 
turing, btu each year I have made 
more public speeches, without com¬ 
pensation and where I have paid my 
own traveling expenses, than I have 
where compenVtion was received. 

“My earning capacity has been large 
and I have made not only an income 
sufficient for my immediate needs, 
but have saved, on an average, some¬ 
thing more than $10,000 a year. In 
accepting the office which I now hold 
I gave up the opportunity to add to 
my accumulations, for I do not expect 
to increase during my term the 
amount I have laid aside—that is I 
am willing to forego whatever advan¬ 
tage I might derive from the acquiring 
of $40,000 more for the privilege of 
serving the country in this office dur¬ 
ing the coming four years. I will do 
more if necessary, but I do not be¬ 
lieve that fair-minded people will ask 
it of me. 

“Therefore, until I see some reason 
for changing my purpose, I expect to 
lecture enough to bring my income up 
to my expenses, these lectures to be 
delivered during the time that other 
officials give to their vacations. In 
addition to supplementing my salary, 
I hope that my lectures do good—peo¬ 
ple who attend them would not do so 
if they did not think they received 
their money’s worth, but I would be 
glad to spend my vacations resting 
instead of lecturing if I could do so 
without eating in upon the amount 
that I have laid away as a protection 
against old age.”

BULGARIA MAY LOSE 
TERRITORY GAINED 

Reports through Berlin and Vienna 
say the Bulgarian Premier, Dr. Daneff, 
has joined the Servian and Greek pre¬ 
miers at Nish to discuss conditions of 
peace. This important news has not 
yet been officially confirmed. 

Official dispatches from Athens con¬ 
firm the announcement from Salonika 
that Greece is prepared to sign an 
armistice on condition that the fron¬ 
tier questions, the payment of indem¬ 
nity by Bulgaria and guarantees for 
the welfare of Greeks under Bulgarian 
rule shall be settled on the battlefield. 

Fighting continues. The Greek 
forces have occupied the town of 
Drama, and according to Athenn ad¬ 
vices the Bulgarians hare abandoned 
the Kresna passes and are retreating 
toward Dubnitza, pursued by Servians 
aud Greeks. 


the chaotic conditions in Mexico and 
the effect upon the welfare and safety 
of its citizens there, with a polite in¬ 
quiry as to what the United States 
proposes to do about it. 

Whether the inquiry was part of a 
concerted movement on the part of 
European powers to bring the State 
Department to a declaration of its pur¬ 
pose toward Mexico has not devel¬ 
oped. Reports from the City of Mex¬ 
ico, however, would appear to war¬ 
rant that conclusion. 

Until very recently President Wil¬ 
son has attached little importance to 
rumors of outside Influences being 
brought to hear to cause the United 
States to recognize the Himrta regime. 

It is beginning to be apparent now 
that there must be very soon some 
official declaration on the subject to 
reassure the European powers of the 
protection of their citizens and sub¬ 
jects against pecuniary loss by the 
continuance of present conditions. 
Failing such a declaration, some offi¬ 
cials fear that European powers may | 
feel themselves free to take Bteps to 
restore peace. 

It is known that the administration 
officials have been continuously op¬ 
posed to recognition of the Huerta 
government until elections were held, 
and it has been expected that any fu¬ 
ture declaration to the foreign powers 
would be along the lines of the Latin- 
American statement made by Presi¬ 
dent Wilson soon after he took office. 

In this he proclaimed that his ad¬ 
ministration would seek to make a 
basis for intercourse with Latin- 
American countries the principle of 
governments set up on orderly pro¬ 
cesses, and “not upon arbitrary or 
irregular force." He also stated that 
the American government “would pre¬ 
fer those who act in the interest of | 
peace and honor, who protect private 
rights and respect the restraints of 
constitutional provision.” 

While the administration officials 
have not expressed any opinion about 
Mexico specifically, _it frequently has

Justice 
Goff, who was the trial Judge in the 
Becker case and in the case of the 
four gunmen also convicted, held that 
the former police lieutenant had had 
a fair trial before Llm and denied the 
plea.

WALL PAPER. 

, Section 1. In the construction of new build¬ 
ings or additions thereto, or in the construc¬ 
tion of partitions to present buildings, no 
person shall cover or finish, in whole or in 
part, the wall or walls, ceiling or ceilings, of 
any rooms or building, with cloth, and paper, 
or with paper; providing, however, that plas¬ 
tered walls and ceilings may be papered.

Any 
person desiring to obtain such permission 
shall file with the City Clerk, addressed to 
the Board of Trustees, a petition describing

Edward M. Smith was forty years 
old and a widower.

If the cheek bones are too high, do 
not strain the hair back from the face 
and accentuate this defect.

To prevent and relieve an inflamma¬ 
tory condition of the eyelids It is 
necessary to use some mild astringent. 
The most generally useful eye wash, 
which should be always on the wash- 
stand. is made of ten grains of boric 
acid to an ounce of camphor water— 
not spirits of camphor. Salt and water 
give a good eye wash for the cup and 
can be used several times a day. An 
excellent ointment to be used upon the 
eyelashes is the following: 

Rod vaseline . 2 ounces 

Tincture of eantliarldes. Ms ounce 

Oil of lavender. If 1 drops 

Oil of rosemary. 15 drops 

Mix thoroughly and apply to the 
lashes with a tiny toothbrush. Be 
careful not to get this into the eyes, as 
the oils will inflame them. 


Why Silver Tarnishes. 

Did you ever notice that the silver 
you stow carefully away in neat white 
canton flannel bags, presumably, to 
keep it from tarnishing, is blacker and 
more stained with tarnish when you go 
to get it out of the bag than the silver 
that has been in use all the time? And 
did you ever notice, if the silver is kept 
in a long case that is wound about it¬ 
self, that the silver best protected, 
nearest the middle, is most badly tarn¬ 
ished V 

A jeweler says that the reason for 
this is that white canton flannel is 
bleached with a mixture containing 
sulphur, which spots and tarnishes sil¬ 
ver very quickly. So, when your extra 
dozen silver forks are carefully packed 
away in their white canton flannel 
case, of course those in the middle, 
farthest from the air. become the most 
badly tarnished. 

It is for this reason that silversmiths 
always use blue canton flannel bags 
and cases for their silver, not, as many 
persons think, because blue is more 
beautiful than white. No sulphur is 
used in the preparation of blue canton 
flannel, and so none lingers in its folds 
after it is made up into bags and eases 
for silver.

CHINESE REVOLT 
GAINSSTRENGTH 

Russia Takes Step in Grabbing 
ot Mongolia 


President Yuan Shi Kai has ordered 
reinforcements dispatched to the pro¬ 
vince of Kiang-Si, where the cashiered 
Governor and General Hwang-Hsing 
are leading rebellious troops. Heavy 
fighting has been going on at Kiu- 
Kiang, where the insurgents number 
9000. The blowing up of a fort and 
other anti-government acts indicate 
that the “Young China” party is de¬ 
termined to force the issue. 

The House of Representatives has 
passed the first reading of bills im¬ 
peaching the Minister of War, Tuan 
Oni-Tui, who is the acting Premier, 
and the Ministers of Finance and 
Navy, Chow Hsueh-Hsi and Lui 
Kuang-Hsun, respectively. 

The charges against the Ministers 
of War and Finance are in connection 
with the conclusion of the contract for 
an Austrian loan. The Minister of the 
Navy is charged with acting uncon¬ 
stitutionally. 

Another bill impeaching the Cabinet 
collectively also passed first reading. 

Two American warships, the gun¬ 
boats Helena and Samar, are in the 
international fleet off Kiu-Kiang, Chi¬ 
na, where heavy fighting is in progress 
between the northern government 
forces and the provincial troops of 
Kiangsi province. 

Dispatches to the State Department 
say that the foreigners at Kiu-Kiang 
are unguarded, but that no anti-fnr- 
eign sentiment is believed to exist. 

Russia has suddenly presented to 
the Chinese government new demands 
requiring recognition of the full au¬ 
tonomy of outer Mongolia, declaring 
China to be suzerain only, binding 
China to accept Russian intermedia¬ 
tion and recognizing all the rights con¬ 
ceded to Russia by the agreement and 
protocol signed at ITrga, the capital of 
Mongolia, on November 3, 1912. This 
compact practically gave Russia con¬ 
trol of the affairs of Mongolia. 

These four new demands are sub¬ 
mitted by Russia in substitution for 
the recently proposed agreement, 
which has not yet been signed and 
which Russia announces she has de¬ 
cided to annul. 

Both houses of the Chinese Parlia¬ 
ment have been hastily summoned to 
consider the demands. Strong opposi¬ 
tion to them is voiced by both Chinese 
and fore® .ers and great excitement 
prevails at the unexpected turn of 
events.
